[At the ad agency we created market 
ing plans for our clients that included 
divect mall print ads, TV and radio 
commercials. One ofthe publications we 
placed ad in was something new called 
the North Coast journal — an unat- 
tractive monthly newspaper, folded into 
(quarters and cstibuted in coffee shops 
“The orginal founders taok journalism 
seriously, something that was sorely lack 
ing in Humboldt County in 1990. Long 
story short we bought the Journal from 
them fora pittance (they were leaving 
town, completely redesigned it and e 
launched with our frst esue in July, We 
struggled financially for eight years asa 
monthly, and then converted toa weekly 
fn Sept 3,198. We were embraced by 
readers — and finaly by more adverts: 
es. Today the print Journal is read by 
Sslmost half the residents of Humbolct 
County every week

Ifyouve visited the northside of €- 
reka during the daytime inthe ast month 
fortwo, theresa goad chance youve 
‘aught anf of that odor Ite particulary 
attendant on the warmer days. And no, 
nat jut the smalls ofthe bay the briny, 
fishy, earthy and sometimes sulfuric amal 
amation that’s expected — welcome, 
leven —ona working waterfront. This one 
isvllainous, potently fishy, but with an 
‘overwhelming tang of decay 

‘On certain days, the smell reaches 
crs Euelals O14 Town. nto the down 
town and possibly beyond, Astonishingly, 
thas reached every nose, though 

Euteka Chamber of Commerce Director 
‘Don Smullin said no member businesses, 
had complained to him about the sel, 
and he chalked it upto typical seaport 
‘odors. Infact he sid thats part of the 
tourist daw — the bouquet of the sea 
Smullin obviously had experienced what 
wed experienced, But heres the good 
news Its most likly going away. 

‘Over the lst few months North Coast 
Unified Ai Quality Management District 
Compliance & Enforcement Division 
Manager Al Steer received several com: 
plaints about the «mall He followed his 
hose around Old Town, but was unable to 
identify te source, When he got anather 
report, he sent out an investigator who 
tracked to odor back a Pacific Choice 
Seafoods the large feh processing pant 
‘on Waterfront Drive 

That investigator wasn the frst person 
ta trace the source of the smell. rttney 
Christensen isthe assistant manager at 
ary the pub and eatery that sit ight 
next door to Pacific Coast Seafoods. 


‘One cheery afternoon when asked 
about the smal her eyes opened wide 
With understanding tts nat ike other 
\raterfront smell she sald —itenot even 
like most ofthe smells that come out of 
the seafood processing plant. Christensen 
sid the stink i expecially bad on warm 
days — when it gets posttvely hot behind 
the bar — and tates customers, but 
rat za intensely that thee walling away 
from ther pint, 

‘Some of her favorite customers are 
Pace Choice employees who come to 
fest and cin after work, and she's told 
them, "You guys are reat, but seriously — 
Reanful 

“The noxious odor is the result of Pacific 
Choice’ shrimp processing procedure 
‘nd, according to Steer, the company is 
keenly aware oft. By the time the a qual- 
It investigator visited Paci Choice, the 
‘company was already working oninstaling 
‘anew serew press, which apparently sepa- 
‘ates shrimp meat fom shells and water 
‘oit can be sold as anal feed. (Pace 
Choice Seafoods didnot return multiple 
calls seeking comment) 

‘Steer sid the company had been 
seeing ways to cit down on the odorous 
‘output ofthe process, and had lecov- 
ered a Washington state-based company 
‘that had developed a much drier way fo, 
fextract the shrimp proteins. This pro- 
cess supposed cuts down odors by 9. 
percent, Steer sid and Pace Choice 
fold his investigator that was spending 
‘between $80,000 and 575.000 to buld a 
simlar setup, which it plans to instal after 
the shrimp season ends on Oct. 3."They 
dont expect to have this problem after 
‘thie month’ Steer sid 

The small doesnt pose health prob- 
lems, Ster sad, i's merely aesthetic. As

tut Steer would know. His office had to

“| walked out of that Facility after 
talking to a supervisor and came back to 
iy offic’ Steer sai, "The office staff 
told me ta leave, go home, takes shower, 
change my clothes and come back That's 
brow bad that was” 

“To start enforcement procedures, the 
sie quality board must determine that 
person or company is discharging con 
taminant that are an “annoyance to ary 
considerable numberof persons" accord- 
ing to state code. Steer sad the board 
determines ona case by case basis the 
immediate population local tothe source 
and judges 10 percent ofthat number 2 
“considerable numberof persons” 

‘Steer seemed happy with Pacific Choice 
Seafoods efforts saying the company was 
‘aking amajor investment. And that 2 
‘eal benefit to ther neighbors” he sid. 

Charlotte McDonald, the director of 
Eureka Main Street, said she and others in 
her organization have naticed fishy smells 
in the Old Town area for yeas. She thinks 
the stink was worse this summer because 
‘of lee rainfall and mare warm day. Fogay 
Summers, she sid, weigh down the pu 
ence. And while she dd have concerns 
‘thatthe ar wafting ver from a working 
‘waterfront could cause concer for busi

‘tures tose above freezing, the shelter was 
disbanded: Dacussion moved towards 
more long-term solutions.

less Housing Alternatives, says that she 
remembers that freezing death asthe 
‘atl’ for the establishment ofthe 
Multiple Assistance Center. twas sila 
long, hard slog.

"Against that backdrop, the Red: 
\wood Summer protests began in May 
191990, kicking off the timber wars 
IRehard to overstate ether the rancor 
cof the times or their impact. The 
protests drew scares of environmental 
2tivists from throughout the country 
‘the cherished the threatened old 
{rowth redwood forests and all they 
represented. They were loud, colorful 
Sd confrontational and many went 
fon te became prominent members 
(of Humboldt Countys environmental 
‘community. Meanwhile, many long 
time Humboldt County families with 
logging and ming in ther rots felt 
thew way of fe was under attack by 
this new group. 

‘As the story played out monthly 
and then weely inthe pages of the Jour 
ral, we reparted on tree sts, stn and 
protests az well asthe counter protest 
Right ta Work’ rallies. Humboldt wae 
‘county divided, and a battleground in 
the war between corporate interests and 
public tract. Few areas of ie were left un 
Touched, andthe legacy ofthese battles 
remains with us today. Thousands of acres 
‘of timberland have been preserved, and 
thousands of mil jobs have been lost. The 
ragion’ old growth forests are atany frac 
tion of what they once were. The Pacific 
Lumber Co, known by then simply 35 
ALCO, went bankrupt in 2007, leading to 
its ultimate takeover by the mare environ 
mentally minded Mendocino Redwood 
Company. The Headwaters Forest once 
round 210 forthe timber wars. isnow 2 
7500 acre preserve 

‘But the timber wars’ impacts trickle 
‘ut in many harder-to-quantify drec- 
tions a: well. One notable example: the 
recent U-year tenure of fermer Humboldt 
County District Attorney Paul Gallegos. 
Back n 1997, then-Dstriet Attorney Terry 
Farmer had been invalved with then-Sher 
iff Dennis Lew’ decision to swab pepper 
spray into the eyes of timber protesters 
{2 decison a federal jury later found to 
constitute excessive force), After suffering 
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a stunning upset to Gallegos — a hardly 
knawn priate attorney — at the polls 
in 2002 Farmer conceded his tis to the 
pepper spray case may have helped cost 
Fim the election 

‘Within months of taking office in 
2003, Gallegos filed a freud lawsuit 
against PALCO on behalf ofthe county 
{the suit was later summarily rejected by 
a judge). Within weeks of the filing crt 
leslaunched a recall campaign to remove 
Gallegos from offe —a campaign that 
received a $40,000 donation from PAL 
CO. Gallegos handily defeated the recall 
nd twice more sailed to reelection, with 
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‘many crediting the failed recalls having 
falvanized his support in Humboldt along 
fimber war lines 
For better or worse, the timber wars 

forever reshaped Humboldt County, 
including in many ways fr removed from 
‘ld growth groves tickling streams or the 
humming of an operating mil

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Grilled Iria 
Beach Chicken

‘we approached 2 small village 
dusk the view through 
thick haze of barbecue smake 
vasa ees of tables and chars 
Under large plane trees. Men 

were playing backgammon and sp 

ping ouzo. twas here on a back oad 

fn Greece — Ina Beach — that we ad 

the best barbecued chicken ever. twas 

served simply witha huge vine-ripened 
tomata salad. French fries and crusty 
bread —a meal to remember 

“To prepate the chicken, choose young 
split yer halves. Larger pieces af chicken 
se easier to handle an the gril and 
remain succulent and juicy. The butcher 
‘an cut up the bird for you or you can 
doit yourself Poultry shears are a useful 
tool fer doing ths. Simply cut up one 
side ofthe backbone, pry the chicken 
‘open and cut down the other side ofthe 
backbone and remove i. From the side 
lof the chicken, cut upward along the 
breastbone. Removing the small pocket 
cof rib bones is optional — just spa knife 
for scissor under the membrane encasing 
the ribs, snp around the thi ib bones, 
sand remove them, 

‘An oven grill or outside barbecue will 
work equally well The men athe beach

In grammar school lerned that only 
the birds and mammals cared for their 
young, Later leaned that crocodiles 
andaligators build and protect nests 
but largely the "lower lfeforms” do litle 
after laying their eggs. Asie fom the 
Social insets that fee, protect and rear 
the young nto adulthood, parental care is 
relatively rare inthe insect world 

‘Of cause there are exceptions. Take 
‘many members ofthe gant waterbug 
(family Belostomatidae). The female ce

days inthe mathers web feeding on what 
‘ever may be netted 

“The common litle wolf sider (family 
Lyeosidae), which does not spina web in 
my yard. cares an egg sack around on her 
abdomen unt the spidelings hatch and 
‘then. fora few days. caries them on her 
back A litle while aga, a | was dman 
ting an old wood ple. thappened across 
three mother centipedes(Sealapocryp- 
‘ops gracilis) each tenaciously protecting 
thei clutch 

‘The blacklace weaver, a species of 
spider which does not live around here, 
probably takes the cake asa 'good 
‘mather.” Amaurobiue feos lays her 
eggs, tends the web and ance they have 
hatched, lays a second set of eggs forthe 
babies to consume. They molt once and 
then she actively encourages them to 
‘eather, which they do. She isa member 
lof the *hacklemesh fay of spiders of 
‘which there ae local examples. Do they 
behave inthe same way? No one knows It
